coln, should have presided over tho 
moot abundant crop of tbetnee for ro- 
mance^that has ever been accorded to 
American authors. 

If any one of these romantic Inci¬ 
dents that occurred during the war be¬ 
tween the states may be selected as 
standing out with especial prominence 
tt to the making of tbe tunnel by Fed¬ 
eral soldiers at the old tobacco ware¬ 
house in Richmond, Vs., that had been 
turned Into Libby prison. Tbe story 
of bow these men, beginning in an old 
fireplace to the cellar, little by tittle 
scooped tbe eerth sway, forming a tun¬ 
nel just large eooogh to admit of a 
man’s body passing through it and 
leading oat to a point beyond tbe wail, 
then escaped In a body, has been told 
again and again. Tbe story I am about 
to tefi is connected with that escape. 
1 feel bound to state, however, that, 
since tbe heroine was a real woman 
and 1 shah use her real name, only the 
main fesrures are given as they actual¬ 
ly occurred. In other words, they are 
fiction founded on feet. But Mr. Lin¬ 
coln's connection with the story I shall 
give in tbe words of tbe assistant of 
Bdwtn M. Stanton, secretary of war.
